In Poland Soviet techniques 
have not been applied because, 
to date at least, the Politbureau 
has permitted an unwritten treaty 
to exist between the Polish state 
and the church. No Polish puppet 
government could now obtai 
necessary cooperation. The 
churches are crowded. There is a 
fierce loyalty to them. 


Near Success 


But in East Germany an anti- 
religious drive is near success. 


A correspondent of the Man- 
chester Guardian, digging into 
facts of East German life outside 
the major mining areas of poli- 
tics and economics, uncovered 
facts calculated to disturb the 
minds of Christians, Jews, Mos- 
lems, Hindus, Buddhists—or “‘be- 
lievers” anywhere. 


East German authorities happily 
have announced, he found, that 
135,000 boys and girls took part 
this year in the atheistical 
“Youth Initiation’’ classes, in 
which, with ritualistic ceremony, 
the young people take solemn 
vows to the state and communism. 
They comprised 88 per cent of 
all children of secondary-school 
graduation age. 


Ironically, the Communists use 
a tactic of the early Christian 
church in competing directly 
with Christianity. Early Christians 
held ceremonies on the dates of 
established pagan celebrations. 


East German Communists cele- 
brated “Youth Initiation’ at 
Easter. They have become chiefly 
instrumental in a disastrous drop 
in church confirmations. 


Religion in East Germany is 
being “slowly strangled” as in 
Russia itself. Atheism is taught 
at all school levels. Added to this 
is a powerful weapon of “‘per- 
suasion.” All young people, of 
whatever nationality, want to get 
ahead—to become teachers, doc- 
tors, engineers, scientists. If they 
are religious believers the doors 
to advancement are closed. Thus, 
to choose to be believers means 
giving up a chance at a career. 
Fewer and fewer of them, coming 
from the anti-religious classes, 
decide on believing. 


Religion Strangled 
The statistics are dolorous. 


This year only. one out of every 
10 children of school-leaving age 
was given church confirmation. 
Fifteen years ago four out of five 
were confirmed. In 1945 only four 
per cent of East Germans were 
registered as having no religion. 


Youth initiation climbed from 
44 per cent in 1958 to 80 per cent 
last year. The target of 90 per 
cent in 1961 is expected to be at- 
tained with ease. 


Church baptisms even have been 
cut in half by a competing 
“State Naming Ceremony.” In it 
parents dedicate their children to 
service of the state—not God. 


In the past two years more than 


5,000 persons publicly have given

Powers, Wite Say a Tearful Goodby

MOSCOW (UPI)—American U2 
pilot Francis Powers promised 
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his wife Barbara during a tearful’ 
farewell Tuesday he would be a 
“model prisoner in every way” 
in the hope his 10-year espionage 
sentence would be reduced. 


Frank Rogers, Barbara’s Ameri- 
can attorney, told a news confer- 
ence the pilot also told his wife 
he will “try to learn to speak 
Russian” during his confinement. 


Powers held separate and tear- 
ful reunions with his parents and 
then with Barbara—perhaps the 
last for many years. All are re- 
turning to the United States this 
week. 


Oliver and Ida Powers, the 
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‘scious in bushes 30 yards from the 


father and mother, visited the) 
31-year-old pilot in his jail cell 
first and left the building in tears. 


NOT EVEN WORDS 

“Gary said he didn’t want any- 
thing said about all this,”’ the el- 
der Powers said. “‘We are taking 
everything back home with us— 
we're leaving nothing behind, not 
even words.” They fly home 
Wednesday. 


Rogers said Powers told his 25- 
year old wife she would not see 
him again ‘‘for the time being.” 


Mikhail Grinev, Powers’ Soviet 
defense attorney, told the family 
it was possible Powers’ three- 
year period sentence would be 
commuted to 18 months for good 
behavior.

Mostly he wrote of love. And love, he 
said in New Moon, “is quite a simple

Dag Is Right Man 
At the Right Time 


WASHINGTON—If the Congo is saved from 
self-destruction and from dragging the world to 
the brink of conflict, the credit will mostly go to | 
one man. The credit will go rightly to the world’s most valuable 


= a 


and influential international civil servant, Secretary General of the 
United Nations Dag Hammarskjold. 


He has become far more than 
the administrative officer of the 
United Nations. He has become 
an active participant in some of 
the most delicate diplomacy—so 
delicate that in the present state 
of the cold war the great powers 
have recognized that only he could 
handle it. 


Obviously he can only go as far 
as the U.N. Security Council is 
willing and able to let him go. 
But at times, as over the Congo, 
he has helped to restrain the So- 
viet Union and the Western pow- 
ers from falling into helpless mis- 
understanding which could lead to 
unintended conflict. 


It seems to me that Hammar- 
skjold is winning something of an 
independent status for the U.N. 
secretary general which goes be- 
yond the technical job-description 
of the Charter. He is doing so by 
an unusual combination of pru- 
dence and wisdom and courage, 
and by carefully choosing the oc- 
casions to intervene. 


Here are some of the things he 
has done: 

In 1955, after the Genera! As- 
sembly passed a_ resolution 
vaguely. hopeful that something 
could be done to get Red China 
to release the 15 U.S. Air Force 
flyers it was holding, he quickly 
saw that more would be needed 
than long-distance communiques. 
He took this resolution as author- 
ity for him to go to Peking to 


press the negotiations. This step 
later led to the freeing of the pris- 
oners. 

He contributed immeasurably 
to bringing about the cease-fire 
ending the Franco-British-Israeli 
action following Nasser’s national- 
ization of the Suez Canal. 

You will remember the dust-up 
which Premier Khrushchev sought 
to create when the United States 
responded to the appeal of the 
Lebanon for the temporary as- 
sistance of American troops. Mos- 
cow sought to pillory the United 
States at the United Nations and 
Hammarskjold prevented the 
meeting from turning into a cold- 
war thunderstorm by taking the 
initiative to offer proposals to the 
Arab nations and to the big pow- 
ers for a non-aggression and a 
non-interference pact, a program 
for economic aid, and ‘a strength- 
ening of U.N. observer forces in 
the Middle East. 

Though he was unanimously re- 
elected secretary general in’ 1955, 
the Soviet Union occasionally ar- 
gues that he is overly pro-West- 
ern. The fact is that he has been 
able to do as much as he has be- 
cause he has proved so often 
that his motive is not to serve the 
interests of either side but the 
larger interests of the United 
Nations. 

In the Congo he is the indis- 
pensable man, the right man at 
the right moment. 


Nixon Volunteers 


Ready To Read 


WASHINGTON—Volunteers for Nixon face a 
heavy reading program between now and No- 
vember. Already they have more literature than 


their rivals, the Citizens for Kennedy, who so far have to be content 
with a 50-page, all-contingency manual prepared by Kennedy organ- 


izer Lawrence F. O’Brien. 

For an appetizer, the Nixon 
Volunteer state leader—a nonpar- 
tisan figure hand-picked by Wash- 
ington headquarters—gets a state 
leader’s kit, which contains sev- 
eral pounds of interviews, recent 
speeches, views on such subjects 
as Africa, education, civil rights 
and national defense, topped off 
with Earl Mazo’s biography, 
‘Richard Nixon.” 

The community leaders chosen 
by the state leaders get a 
“launching kit” containing what 
is called ‘‘your Nixon Volunteer 
Club’s ‘seed supply’ of promotion- 
al and reference materials.” 

This includes buttons, banners, 
bumper strips, lapel tabs, half 
a dozen photographs of the vice 
president, membership cards, 
sign-up cards, tally sheets and, 
in addition to three copies of 
Mazo’s book, Nixon biographies 
by Ralph de Toledano and by 
James Keogh and a_ speaker’s 
manual. , 

The most important item in the 
kit is the Nixon Volunteer chair- 
man’s manual, an_ illustrated, 
loose-leaf book, which will swell 
to twice its present size, as the 
conscientious chairman adds the 
“action memos’’ and newsletters 
which will rain on him between 
now and Nov. 8. 


‘The Nixon manual, the work of 


Flanigan, the founder of New 
Yorkers for Nixon, is at once 
more elaborate and less specific 
than the Kennedy guidebook. 

The biggest difference between 
Nixon Volunteers and Kennedy 
Citizens is their relation to the 
party. Kennedy Citizens are sub- 
ject to their county chairman, 
must work in close cooperation 
with him. Nixon Volunteers are 
wholly independent, reporting 
only to Washington.

(They are also available 
in a book published in 1959 by 
Eugene Kinkead called “In Ev- 
ery War But One.”’) 

One out of seven of the Ameri- 
can prisoners became an active 
collaborator with the Chinese 
Communists. Only 13 per cent 
stood on their rights as prison- 
ers of war and refused to tell 
anything except their names, 
ranks and serial numbers and 
refused to take part in Com- 
munist indoctrination sessions. 
The death rate among our boys 
reached 38 per cent — a high 
not entirely accounted for by the 
severe climate, poor food and 
inadequate medical facilities 
but attributed in part to an at- 
titude of ‘“‘give-up-itis’ or will 
to die. They disobeyed their 
officers, neglected their sick, 
stole from each other and, in 
contrast to American behavior 
in all other wars, not a single 
American soldier escaped.

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Bowen Hits 
Tax Rise 
In DeKalb 


Board Overrides 
His:‘No’ Vote, 3-1 


By JACK STRONG 


DeKalb Commissioner J. O. 
Bowen Tuesday voted against a 
resolution to levy higher taxes for 
the DeKalb County Board of Edu- 


cation and charged the board with 
wasting money. But three of the 
five commissioners voted its 
adoption. 


The school board asked a 1.5- 
mill increase (making a total of 
13.5 mills) to meet additional op- 
erating expenses of 3,500 addi- 
tional pupils and to finance a 
teacher pay raise which will start 
beginning teachers at $4,000 this 
year. 


Commissioner Brince Manning 
abstained from voting, saying that 
he had not been given a copy of 
the budget. 


WROTE FOR COPY 

“T wrote for a copy of the 
budget and I also wrote a letter 
requesting that Jim Cherry ‘super- 
intendent) be present,”” Manning 
said. “‘The general public was told 
the teachers would get a $400 in- 
crease, but I don’t have personal 
knowledge the teachers will get a 
dime.”’ 


Both Manning and Bowen are 
in the race for county commission 
chairman. Their fellow commis- 
sioner, Clark Harrison, who is also 
in the race, introduced the mo- 
tions to levy taxes for the school 
board. 


Harrison read a_ statement 
which followed closely County 
Attorney George Dillard’s pro- 
nouncement that the County 
Board of Commissioners had ‘“‘no 
discretion” in the matter of the 
school board tax levy. 


BOARD PRAISED 


Both Harrison and Commission- 
er Bill Evans of Stone Mountain 
lauded the school board's efforts 
in providing education for an 
estimated 48,000 children by 
years end—1961. Commission 
Chairman Claude Blount voted in 
favor of the resolution. 


Bowen said that he was voting 
against the resolution first, be- 
cause it exceeded the constitu- 
tional limit of 15 mills that may 
be levied by a school board. 


County Attorney Dillard coun- 
tered this by saying that 13.5 
mills is within the limit for op- 
erational costs and that the 3-mill 
levy for bonded indebtedness re- 
tirement is considered separately. 


Bowen read a prepared state- 
ment saying that the average 
state classroom is built for $13,- 
000 compared to the DeKalb av- 
erage of $23,462 per room. 
$1,566,467 INCREASE 

This year the DeKalb Board of 
Education budget is $9,875,409, an 
increase of $1,566,467 over the pre- 
vious year. 


Local taxes will provide $4,626,- 
500 of the total operating budget, 
state allocations will bring an 
estimated $4,828,909, and federal 
funds, $320,000. 


Harris Hurt 
Segregation, 


Grant Says 


A man who helped set up the 
Georgia States Rights Council 
charged Tuesday that Roy V. 
Harris of Augusta, president of 
the council, has turned the group 
into a political organization and 
has hurt the cause of segrega- 
tion. 


Hugh G. Grant, an Augustan 
who was one of those obtaining 
a charter for the pro-segregetion 
group in 1954, criticized Harris in 
a formal statement. 


Citing a weekend charge by 
Harris that Gov. Vandiver, Sen. 
Russell and Sen. Talmadge had 
surrendered to integrationists by 
calling a referendum on pledged 
or unpledged presidential electors, 
Grant said: 


“Mr. Harris, president of the 
council for the past three years, 
has played his cards for the 
maintenance of segregation as 
against integration very badly.” 


Grant, a former U.S. minister 
to Thailand and Albania, called 
the unpledged elector plan advo- 
cated by Harris a “stopgap meas- 
ure and one that is not going to 
amount to anything.” Citizens of 
the state should awaken and or- 
ganize for independent political 
action outside both Democratic 
and Republican parties, he con- 
tinued. 


“The States Rights Council of 
Georgia could provide a base for 
such a movement,” Grant said, 
“provided the control of the coun- 
cil by the politician leadership 
can be removed.”

‘A Raped for 
Hoffa Issue 


A $1,000 contribution which 
Teamster’s boss James R. Hoffa 
said he made to help defeat 
Ninth District Congressman Phil 
Landrum was denounced Tuesday 
as a “red herring” by F. Quill 
Sammon, Landrum’s opponent in 
the Sept. 14 Democratic primary. 


“Any contribution by Mr. Hoffa 
was made against Mr. Landrum 
and not for me personally,” Sam- 
mon said at his Gainesville cam- 
paign headquarters. 


“If it (the $1,000) was given to 
me,”’ he said, “it wasn’t given to 
me personally and it wasn’t givén 
to the treasurer of my campaign.”’ 


Earlier Tuesday, Hoffa had said 
in Washington, D.C., that he con- 
tributed $1,000 of his own money 
to help unseat Landrum, the co- 
author of the 1959 Landrum-Grif- 
fin labor law which was aimed 
sharply at the giant Teamsters’ 
union. 


Although the Ninth Congression- 
al race is fast shaping up as a 
labor-management battleground, 
Sammon insisted he has ‘‘no com- 
mitments.”’ 


“I don’t like *em making out 
that I’m somebody’s boy,” said 
Sammon, a Lawrenceville busi- 
nessman who was a state senator

An official of the State AFL-CIO 
Council in Atlanta said Tuesday 
that the council, which represents 
some 250 locals throughout the 
state, had been conducting a fund- 
raising campaign “‘since last Oc- 
tober” in an effort to defeat Lan- 
drum.

‘This was not easy, 
and for the first couple of months 
I think all who did so felt a little 
like Christian martyrs facing the 
lions, Dick was obviously just as 
nervous as anyone else, but, from 
the first time he recited in any 
class, I never saw him back down 
when he thought he was right.” 


“Dick appeared to us from the 
very beginning as a true liberal,” 
said Brownfield, himself a liberal 
and now legal authority in Wash- 
ington. “He was strongly sympa- 
thetic of the rights of the indi- 
vidual, particularly when the in- 
dividual fond himself opposed by 
the unequal and artificially creat- 
ed force of big government, big 
society or big business. 


“‘However, Dick never felt that 
an individual could transfer his 
responsibilities to the government 
and at the same time keep his 
freedom.

stick. Even so, he was usually 
referred to as ‘Nix,’ ‘Gus’ being 
reserved for occasions when he 
was being slightly kidded.”’

The speculation—and it was no 
more than that—was that Molotov 
in Mongolia was too close and too 
much in sympathy with the Chi- 
nese Communists and that it was 
considered safer to transfer him 
to a post that had no relation to 
the internal differences within the 
Communist world. 


In 1958, Moscow sounded out the 
Dutch about sending Molotov to 
The Hague as ambassador. The 
reply was reportedly so cool that 
Moscow dropped the idea. The 
Netherlands objection to Molotov 
was said to have been based on 
the fact that as Soviet foreign 
minister he had congratulated the 
Nazis on their occupation of the 
lowlands. 


The assignment to Ulan Bator 
was an assignment to a diplo- 
matic Siberia for the man who 
had once been the voice of Stalin 
at United Nations meetings and 
foreign ministers conferences.

cow.

After 40 Years, Russian Women 
Begin To Discover Beauty Aids 


American girl reporter, 
Olga Curtis, writes of the 
beauty aids used by the 
women of Russia in the sec- 
ond of her. series of five 
articles. Olga’s Russian-born 
mother taught her to speak 
fluent Russian. Now, after a 
2,000-mile tour of the 
U.S.S.R., Olga tells of her 


experiences with Russian 
women.

MOSCOW (WNS) — American 
women and Russian women are 
sisters under the skin in many 
ways—and they’re beginning to 
look alike on the outside, too. 


Women in the Soviet Union— 
especially those in bigger cities 
—have discovered the pleasures 
of make-up and beauty parlors. 
They stampede into stores for 
the newest in lipsticks, suffer 
for hours under old-fashioned 
electric permanent waving ma- 
chines, and only yell a little bit 
when a hairdresser tints their 
hair with boiling hot henna ap- 
plied with a wire brush. 


Like women everywhere, they 
don’t mind suffering for beauty’s 
sake—and now, for the first 
time in nearly 40 years, beauty 
is possible. 


For most of the years since 
the revolution, there simply 
were no cosmetics to be had in 
Russia. The government had 
more important things to man- 
ufacture—and women were told 


their true beauty lay in their: 


work capacity, not in lipstick, 
powder or rouge. 


SEVERAL SHADES 

But now, with Russia enjoying 
both prosperity and an unprece- 
dented flow of tourists, the de- 
mand for feminine frippery has 
been at least partly met by cos- 
metic production. You can eas- 
ily buy several shades of the 


two most popular lipsticks: 
“Dove of Peace’ and ‘“Sput- 
nik.” 


“Dove of Peace’ comes in a 
white plastic case with a tiny 
dove on top. “Sputnik” is in a 
red plastic case, packed in a 
cardboard box decorated with 
Russia’s famed satellite. Both 
come in shades you select by 
number, since exotic names for 
cosmetics haven’t yet appeared 
in the Soviet. I bought a “‘Dove 
of Peace’’ number 7 (dark red) 
in Odessa for 10 rubles 80 ko- 
peks, which is $1.08 according 
to the tourist rate of exchange.

A. The easiest and most suc- 
cessful way, would be to take 
the fabric to a dry cleaner. 
However, to -do it yourself, 
straight fabric ends first. Snip 
selvages at intervals, and fold 
the fabric in half, lengthwise. 
Then baste along the ends of 
the selvage. Wet a sheet, place 
on a flat surface and then lay 
fabric on the sheet. Roll them 
together and leave overnight. 
The next day, unroll the fabric, 
smooth it out and hang carefully 
to dry. If necessary, press, but 
be sure to press with the grain 
of the fabric. Use a steam iron 
or regular iron with a damp 
pressing cloth. Allow about 
¥% yard for shrinkage.

They have cold 
cream, powder, heavily-scented 
perfumes, eyebrow pencil—but 
very little mascara, which can 
be bought only in paper-wrapped 
hard cakes, and no eye shadow. 


ALARMED HER 


In fact, when I presented a 
Moscow woman with my green 
eye shadow, she started to put 
it on her eyebrows. When I 
showed her where it was meant 
to go, she was alarmed. 


*““Doesn’t that make your eyes 
look darker and older?” she 
asked. When I told her the 
idea was to make her eyes look 
bigger, she brightened and im- 
mediately painted her lids. But 
she obviously didn’t believe it 
when I told her American wom- 
en even used gold and silver 
shadow for evening.

Then, embellishing it as he went, 
experience-satiated Bragan handed 
down his well-studied decision.

“You guys make me sick talk- 
ing about the lack of players. Hell, there are four shortstops 
working out with us here in Vero Beach who are better than at 
least four or five playing regularly in the major leagues. 


“Why aren’t they in the big leagues? It’s simple economics. 
Nobody is willing to pay us $100,000 apiece for them. Some clubs 
just operate as cheaply as possible, and to hell with where they 


“That’s just an example. There are plenty of big league caliber 
players in the Class AAA and AA leagues.

| “Build yourself a big league stadium and you'll have yourself a 
big league ball club, attracting big league crowds. That’s the only 
answer, the whole answer in quite a few cities in the country.

I've seen what’s happening to 
baseball all over. And I know that all several cities need to be big

“Some of those cities are in the South, too. Atlanta especially 
is ready right now for big league ball—except that they haven't got 
a major league park with necessary parking facilities.

1965. 


Bill Shea, the New Yorker who founded the Continental League, 
visions Atlanta as the only one of the eight designated cities that 
really isn't going to work to build a baseball house of major league
